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Roberts brothers found guilty in Perdue death 


Two local brothers charged in connection with the death of 
73-year-old Frank Perdue in September of 2012 have been convicted 
on charges related to the death by a Clinton County Circuit Court 
jury. 

Both Phillip Roberts and Thomas A. Roberts were both originally 
charged and subsequently indicted for murder in Perdue’s death. 
The victim was found dead at his resident on Perdue Road near the 
Clinton/Wayne County line on September 20, 2012. The following 


day, after warrants had been obtained on both Roberts brothers, they 
turned themselves in to Clinton County Sheriff Rick Riddle. 

Preliminary autopsy results at the time of the incident indicated 
the victim died of blunt force trauma and multiple stab wounds. 

Clinton Circuit Judge David L. Williams had set aside a full week 
for the trial, and it took the full week for the case to be resolved. That 
included one night of jury sequestration during deliberations of the 
guilt or innocence phase of the trial in which the defendants claimed 


self defense. 

Following testimony by several witnesses, including the defen¬ 
dants themselves, the jury deliberated over a two-day period before 
announcing the verdicts and took about an hour in the sentencing 
recommendation phase. 

The trial began last Monday, June 16 with jury selection and open-

Gregory was pronounced deceased as a result of 
the injuries sustained in the accident. 

According to the Albany City Police, the exact 
cause of the accident is unknown at this time and 
the investigation is ongoing. 

Among his survivors were his widow, Clinton 
County native Faye Gibson Gregory, and a son. 
Junior (Kathleen) Gregory, of Albany.

'Bus Stop Cafe' is a huge success, 
feeding 500 youth per week 


The “No Kid Hungry” projects 
is now finishing up its third week 
with its newest project, “Bus 
Stop Cafe” and according to 
project overseer Melissa Tallent, 
the rolling food truck is feeding 
around 500 children per week in 


Clinton County. 

Every morning, Monday 
through Friday, the bus loads 
up at 7:10 a.m. at the high 
school and makes several stops 
during the morning hours before 
heading back and loading up for 


lunch. 

Tallent said the project is 
going better than expected. 

“Sixty per day has been the 
lowest we’ve fed,” Tallent said. 
“We are close to 500 on the 
week. Overall I’m really happy. 
This is for the kids and we are 
helping and that’s great, but it 
bothered me when we pulled up 
to a couple of stops and I saw that 
the parents were hungry too.” 

Tallent said the grant she has 
acquired for this project will run 
out this summer, but she hopes to 
get donations in order to provide 
for more people in the fall of this 
year. 

“We would like to do boxes 
of non-perishable foods ... these 
kids who have been on the 
bus, we would like to go back 
to their homes in October and 
December and deliver food that 
is sustainable like cereal, mac 
and cheese and have the bus 
with volunteers go door to door,” 
Tallent said. “If I can get enough 
money to do that then that’s what 
we are going to do.” 

Tallent said she has had 
numerous people volunteer to 
help on the bus and after one day 
making the stops they are ready 
for another day. 

“The people who work on 
the bus, they probably get more 
out of it. I do ... seeing them and 
talking to them. When this bus 
pulls up they come running,”

School board attorney says 
Superintendent's contract 
extension was legally approved 


Clinton County School Board attorney Lindsey 
Bell, during a call meeting of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion last Lriday afternoon, issued a brief oral state¬ 
ment in regards to Superintendent Charlotte Ber¬ 
nard’s contract. Bell made the statement following 
an approximate 50-minute closed session on pos¬ 
sible or pending ligation last Lriday afternoon, 
June 20. 

The superintendent’s contract had come under 
some scrutiny earlier this month by a former em¬ 
ployee who claimed that under Kentucky Revised 
Statutes pertaining to superintendents, the latest 


contract renewal was invalid and also threatened 
filing a civil action over the issue in circuit court. 

Bell, who was board attorney during the origi¬ 
nal contract awarded Bernard as well as the re¬ 
newal last year, said that in his opinion, “the su¬ 
perintendent’s (current) contract is valid. He said 
it was given for an additional four years, and the 
new contract, which was approved last September, 
doesn’t take effect until July 1 of this year. “It is my 
opinion,” Bell added, “that the contract is valid and

Record 100 seniors 
meet state benchmark 
requirements in math 


Out of the 118 graduating seniors at GRREC member Clinton 
County High School this year, 85 percent met the state benchmark 
requirements in mathematics. The seniors will not be required to take 
remedial math classes. The U.S. Department of Education states only 
27 percent of students who take remedial courses earn a college de¬ 
gree. 

Clinton County Superintendent Charlotte Bernard said, “I am 
very proud of our math department and our senior graduates. Their 
hard work has opened the door for the future of our graduates’ col¬ 
lege education. The addition of the Senior College Prep Math Pro¬ 
gram has proven to be very successful.”

Scam artists targeting 
South Kentucky 
RECC members 


SKRECC has learned that 
a member in Russell County 
received a phone call from 
someone claiming to be from 
South Kentucky RECC and 
was told that he had 45 minutes 
to pay his bill or he would be 
cut off. This “representative” 
advised him to make payment 
electronically. 

SKRECC Vice President of 
Member Services and Public 
Relations Ruby Patterson said 
if there is ever an issue with 
a person’s bill, the company 
would use an automated phone 
call, but adds that SKRECC does 
not call people to tell them their 
bill is due. 

“The only time an automated 
call is made is when people are 
about to be disconnected, and 
this is only done after business 
hours. During the course of 
this call, they are given the 
option to pay their bill, but it is 
electronically. Members are not 
giving their account information 
to a live individual. And, we 
couldn’t possibly call our more 
than 66,000 members personally 
to tell them their bill is due and 
ask for payment by phone.” 

Patterson urges members 
to never give out financial or 
personal information to anyone 
that calls them and claims to 
be from the co-op. If members 
initiate the call to South Kentucky 
RECC to pay their bill or for 
some other business transaction, 
then she says it is safe to tell 
employees such information. 

Patterson also says 
employees and contractors from 
South Kentucky RECC that 
are working in communities 
or at your home should be in 
company vehicles, or vehicles

We live in a world with information readily available at our finger¬ 
tips 24/7. While this is a great convenience, it can be dangerous if you 
are behind the wheel. 

According to the US. Department of Transportation, at any given 
second in the United States, an estimated 660,000 people are driv¬ 
ing while using a cell phone or manipulating an electronic device. In 
2012, over 3,000 people died and around 420,000 more were injured 
in automobile accidents involving a distracted driver. 

Distracted driving includes any action that takes your eyes off the 
road. While distracted driving includes everything from cell phone 
use to grooming, texting is considered the most dangerous act by far. 
When a person is texting, it requires visual, manual and cognitive 
attention. 

In Kentucky, it is against the law for drivers to text while behind 
the wheel. The state has also banned all cell phone use for novice driv¬ 
ers and bus drivers. 

Even if you’re not responding or composing a text, reading one 
can be just as dangerous. It takes the average person five seconds to 
read a text message. During that five seconds, if the person is driving 
55 miles per hour, they could drive the length of a football field with¬ 
out paying attention to the road and traffic around them. 

The best way to prevent distracted driving is not to do it and en¬ 
courage your family members and friends to limit their cell phone 
usage while they are driving. If you are tempted, turn your cell phone 
off when you get in the driver’s seat or put it in a compartment in your 
vehicle that you can’t reach. 

If you are a parent of a beginning driver, remind them that if a 
police officer finds them texting or talking while behind the wheel, 
it could delay them getting their license or cause their license to be 
suspended.

Over 29 million 
Americans have diabetes

More than 29 million people in the United States have diabetes, up 
from the previous estimate of 26 million in 2010, according to a report 
released by the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. One in four 
people with diabetes doesn’t know he or she has it. 

Another 86 million adults - more than one in three U.S. adults - have 
prediabetes, where their blood sugar levels are higher than normal but 
not high enough to be classified as type 2 diabetes. Without weight loss 
and moderate physical activity, 15 percent to 30 percent of people with 
prediabetes will develop type 2 diabetes within five years. 

Key findings from the National Diabetes Statistics Report, 2014 
(based on health data from 2012), include: 

• 29 million people in the United States (9.3 percent) have diabetes. 

• 1.7 million people aged 20 years or older were newly diagnosed with 
diabetes in 2012. 

• Non-Hispanic black, Hispanic, and American Indian/Alaska Native 
adults are about twice as likely to have diagnosed diabetes as non- 
Hispanic white adults. 

• 208,000 people younger than 20 years have been diagnosed with 
diabetes (type 1 or type 2). 

• 86 million adults aged 20 years and older have prediabetes. 

• The percentage of U.S. adults with prediabetes is similar for non- 
Hispanic whites (35 percent), non-Hispanic blacks (39 percent), and 
Hispanics (38 percent). 

Diabetes is a serious disease that can be managed through physical 
activity, diet, and appropriate use of insulin and oral medications to lower 
blood sugar levels. Another important part of diabetes management is 
reducing other cardiovascular disease risk factors, such as high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol and tobacco use. 

People with diabetes are at increased risk of serious health 
complications including vision loss, heart disease, stroke, kidney failure, 
amputation of toes, feet or legs, and premature death.

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Court votes to refuse Heritage grant, approves budget, renews health insurance at June meeting 


Clinton County Fiscal Court 
held its regular meeting last 
Thursday evening June 19 with 
all members present and a vari¬ 
ety of issues being discussed and/ 
or voted on. The meeting also in¬ 
cluded another brief closed ses¬ 
sion pertaining to possible litiga¬ 
tion. 

The court finalized the 2014- 
15 fiscal year budget of just over 
$4.6 million, with no changes 
being made since the totals 
were published in recent weeks. 
County Treasurer Dallas Sidwell, 
in presenting the budget for sec¬ 
ond reading, noted it had been 
approved by the Department of 
Local Government. 

The court also approved the 
monthly treasurer’s report and 
fund transfers. 

After voting to pay claims and 
bills. Magistrate Terry Buster 
asked whether or nor there was

any money to give county em¬ 
ployees any type of raise. Judge/ 
Executive Lyle Huff said that 
without some type of revenue 
source, he didn’t think there was 
but did assure magistrates he 
would look over the budget with 
Sidwell in the coming weeks to 
see if there was any place in the 
budget that could afford an em¬ 
ployee raise. 

The judge also noted that 
about $200,000 in FLEX discre¬ 
tionary road funds would be re¬ 
imbursed to the county into the 
road fund. 

Sheriff Rick Riddle then ad¬ 
dressed the court, requesting 
they approve CPA Ed Lanham to 
once again do the sheriff’s office 
tax settlement. After the court

enforceable between her (Supt. 
Bernard) and the board. I see no 
problem in the contract whatso¬ 
ever.” 

The only other item of busi¬ 
ness that was the focal point of 
both special sessions was select¬ 
ing an insurance carrier for the 
schools commercial auto, com¬ 
mercial umbrella and workman’s 
compensation insurance, and 
board members were divided on 
the issue. 

Some board members felt 
they should continue all cover¬ 
age through KEMI (Kentucky 
Employers Mutual Insurance, an 
affiliate for Liberty Mutual, with 
the local representative Pedigo- 
Lessenberry due to past experi¬ 
ence with the company. Others, 
however, felt they should go 
with Roeding Insurance based in 
Lexington, which had the cheap¬ 
er rate for commercial auto and 
umbrella coverage. 

During the first meeting, a 
motion to renew with KEMI for 


the 2012 calendar year. 

Bids were then opened on var¬ 
ious road materials, with Gaddie- 
Shamrock being the only bidder 
on blacktop (coal mix, etc.) and 
Albany Quarry also submitted 
bids on gravel and Albany Build¬ 
ing Supply on pipe and tile. The 
court voted to award bids as 
equally as possible to all the local 
bidders on items sold at the lower 
cost to the county when needed. 

Virginia Conner, Occupation¬ 
al Tax Administrator, addressed 
the court and explained some 
things she and county attorney 
Michael Rains were doing to try 
and collect back or unpaid occu¬ 
pational license fees, as well as 
raising awareness to employers 
and individuals about the occu¬ 
pational tax.

The court also voted to ap- 


all coverage, made by Paula Key 
and seconded by Goldie Stone- 
cipher, resulted in a 2-2 tie with 
one abstention. Board members 
Kevin Marcum and Jeff Sams 
voted no and Junior Cecil ab¬ 
stained. and after about a half- 
hour discussion, the matter was 
tabled and a second call meeting 
on the issue was held Monday 
evening of this week, June 23, 
again with all members present. 

Following more discussion, 
it was learned that Pedigo-Less- 
enberry had the lower rate for 
workman’s comp while Roeding 
had the lower quote for overall 
commercial coverage. 

After almost another half- 
hour of discussions, board mem¬ 
ber Cecil made a motion to award 
the workman’s comp policy to 
Peddigo-Lessenberry at $50,861 
and commercial auto and um¬ 
brella coverage to Roeding at 
$138,200 annually. That motion 
eventually passed 4-1 with Mar¬ 
cum voting no. 

The meeting was then ad¬ 
journed. 

The next regular meeting 
of the Clinton County Board 
of Education is scheduled for 
Monday, July 14 at 5 p.m. at the 
Central Office board room and is 
open to the public. 


prove a salt contract purchase, 
recommended by KACo for 300 
tons of salt at $97 per ton. Deliv¬ 
ery is to be made in August and 
hopefully be a large enough sup¬ 
ply to cover the county’s needs 
next winter. 

Judge Huff then told magis¬ 
trates he was still working to find 
someone to do work on widen¬ 
ing a doorway at the Community 
Center and asked magistrates to 
make suggestions if they knew of 
any contractors that could do the 
job correctly. 

Grady Wilson then addressed 
the court about county employee 
health insurance. Under the new 
healthcare act, policy renewals 
are now being done on a calendar 
year-to-year basis and the court 
had the option of renewing the 
policy that came up for renewal 
back in the spring, or switching 
policies. 

The updated renewal policy 
is approximately five percent 
higher overall and based on the 
number of employees covered 
in the plan will cost the county 
a little over $1,000 more per 
month to provide the insurance. 


After a brief discussion, a motion 
was made and passed 5-1 to re¬ 
new the policy, effective July 1 
through June of 2015. 

The motion to approve the 
renewal for the policy, under¬ 
written by Anthem, passed with 
Magistrate Ricky Craig voting 
no. Once again Craig said he felt 
the county should have “shopped 
around” for other insurance com¬ 
panies to try and get a lower rate. 

Magistrate Mickey Riddle 
then made a motion to send a let¬ 
ter to the Heritage Foundation for 
the court to officially go on re¬ 
cord as turning down a grant for 
a nature trail project in the Wells 
Bottom Community. The project, 
which originally began last year, 
has been controversial since the 
start. Riddle said he had been ac¬ 
cused of being for the project but 
had never voted on it. His motion 
to send the letter turning down 
the grant was made by Craig and 
passed by unanimous vote. 

Judge Huff told the court 
he had already indicated to the 
Heritage Foundation that the 
county was no longer interested 
in the project but warned that 


the court would be dealing with 
such issues again as there are ap¬ 
parently some other areas in the 
county that might be interested 
in using property for nature pre¬ 
serve sites. 

Magistrate Craig then took 
issue with some comments in a 
letter pertaining to the Wellness 
Center that was published earlier 
this month in the Clinton County 
News after a copy had been ob¬ 
tained at an open meeting of the 
city council. 

Assistant County Attorney 
Gary Little, who was sitting in on 
the meeting in the absence of Mi¬ 
chael Rains, suggested that if the 
letter dealt with any type of liti¬ 
gation, the matter would be bet¬ 
ter discussed in closed session. 

The court did enter into a 
20-minute closed session to dis¬ 
cuss possible or pending litiga¬ 
tion but took no official action. 

Also during last week’s meet¬ 
ing, the court approved the 2014- 
15 Industrial Authority budget. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton Fiscal Court is scheduled 
for July 16 at 5 p.m. and is open 
to the general public.

The run is in memory of the 
late Sarah Roberts Hart and all 
money made, after race expenses 
are paid, is donated to the Sarah 
Roberts Hart Fund. 

“We just want to keep the 
memory of Sarah going on,” said 
organizer Ashley Hart.

The night before the run will 
be packet pick-up at the Russell 
County Schools’ auditorium as 
in years past.

Five Russell County High 
School seniors also received 
scholarships using money gen¬ 
erated by the fund.

Mothers Against Drunk Driv¬ 
ing in Tennessee is in danger of 
losing a key funding piece that 
matches funds enabling MADD 
TN to offer free victim services. 
Nationwide, over 10,000 peo¬ 
ple are killed—and more than 
345,000 people are injured—in 


drunk driving crashes each year. 

“Our MADD TN license 
plates are rolling billboards rais¬ 
ing awareness about impaired 
driving and thousands of dollars 
to help MADD’s efforts in Ten¬ 
nessee,” noted volunteer Norris 
Shelley of Cookeville. Norris 
and his wife Aline were two of 
the chief volunteers who cam¬ 
paigned to get the MADD TN 
plate that went into production 
in 1997. 

If MADD TN fails to main¬ 
tain a minimum of 500 plates in 
circulation by June 30, 2014 the 
plate will be retired and the or¬ 
ganization will lose over $15,000 
of annual funding as well as the 
awareness that it creates. Cur¬ 
rently, MADD TN needs ap¬ 
proximately 60 plates to be pur¬ 
chased. The MADD plate costs 
$35, with $30.75 going towards 
their efforts to make Tennessee 
roadways safer. 

MADD volunteers are urg¬ 
ing concerned citizens across the 
state to step forward and make 
a MADD dash to their county 
clerk’s office to purchase a plate 
that will support MADD Tennes¬ 
see’s work to save lives and sup¬ 
port victims. 

State program Director Kate 
Ritchie said, “I am very thankful 
to our faithful Tennessee volun¬ 
teers and supporters who made 
the license plate initiative pos¬ 
sible and who are now reaching 
out to their family and friends to 
keep the MADD TN plate. Their 
dedication is inspiring. With 95 
counties in Tennessee, we would 
exceed our goal if one person 
from each county purchased a 
plate. Proof that one person can 
make a change.” 

Norris and Aline first got in¬ 
volved with MADD in 1993 after 
Aline’s youngest brother, Chris 
Conaster, was killed August 14, 
1993 in Fentress County by a re¬ 
peat DUI offender. MADD was 
the organization that stepped in 
and provided information and 
court accompaniment for their 
family. 

“We attended the organiza¬ 
tional meeting of the local chap¬ 
ter in late September 1993 and 
have been volunteering with 
MADD since then,” Norris said. 
“We knew we could not change 
what had happened to Chris but 
wanted to try to keep other fami¬ 
lies from suffering such a loss.” 

In addition to free victim ser¬ 
vices, MADD also holds special 
events throughout the year such 
as their Candlelight Vigil of Re¬ 
membrance and Hope. They also 
provide a Victim Impact Panel, 
where victims tell their stories of 
how someone’s impaired driving 
impacted their lives. 

Offenders are court-ordered 
to attend this panel, which is 
intended to show the devasta¬ 
tion drunk/impaired driving can 
cause and to help discourage a 
repeat offender.

Dr. Clella Hayes, 39, of 
Glasgow, who operates an of¬ 
fice on N. Main St., Tompkins- 
ville, was indicted by a federal 
grand jury in Bowling Green on 
Wednesday, June 11. 

The Monroe County physi¬ 
cian was charged with prescrib¬ 
ing pain medications outside the 
course of professional medical 
practice, which resulted in the 
death of a patient, according to 
David J. Hale, United States At¬ 
torney for the Western District of 
Kentucky. 

The 13-count indictment 
charges Hayes with dispensing 
and distributing Schedule II con¬ 
trolled substances and Schedule 
III controlled substances outside 
the course of her professional 
medical practice. She is charged 
with issuing and authorizing pre¬ 
scriptions for fentanyl, morphine, 
oxycodone, demerol, hydroco- 
done, cheratassuin and valium. 
According to the indictment, the 
alleged activities occurred be¬ 
tween June 2010 through March 
2014 and included eight patients. 

On or about September 19, 
2011, the indictment alleges that 
Hayes “intentionally dispensed 
and distributed the Schedule II 
pain medication fentanyl to a 
patient, which resulted in the 
patient’s death. Further, be¬ 
tween June 2009 and September 


2011, Hayes is alleged to have 
intentionally dispensed and dis¬ 
tributed Schedule II controlled 
substances to the same patient, 
outside the course of profes¬ 
sional medical practice, by issu¬ 
ing and authorizing prescriptions 
for morphine, oxycodone, and 
demerol. 

During the same period, the 
indictment charges Hayes with 
prescribing the Schedule III 
medication hydrocodone to the 
same patient outside the course 
of professional medical prac¬ 
tice.” 

Hayes’ office was closed and 
searched on Wednesday, March 
17, with officials from Kentucky 
State Police Drug Enforcement/ 
Special Investigations-West 
Branch, Kentucky State Police 
Drug Task Eorce, the Eederal 
Bureau of Investigation and the 
Tompkinsille Police Department 
executing a search warrant at the 
office. 

If Hayes is convicted at trial, 
she faces a minimum sentence of 
20 years in prison, and a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of life in prison, 
a fine of up to $2,500,000 and 
three years of supervised release. 



The Wayne County Board of 
Education took the first step to¬ 
ward a construction project for 
the middle school during their 
meeting on Monday evening. 
The board approved the BGl 
form for the construction of ad¬ 
ditional classrooms at the middle 
school. 

Superintendent Wayne Rob¬ 
erts noted that the project will 
include the square footage for 
approximately eight more class¬ 
rooms. Early estimates put the 
cost of the project at $2.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

The documents will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Education for approval 
before the project can move for¬ 
ward. Roberts indicated that the 
goal is for the additional class¬ 
rooms to be constructed by Au¬ 
gust 2015. 

Also during the meeting, 
the board approved a bond sale 
and a resolution to authorize an 
agreement with the Kentucky 
Interlocal School Transporta¬ 
tion Association to acquire eight 
school buses. Cost of the buses 
is approximately $750,000 and 
plans are to include them in the 
district’s fleet by August when 
the new school year begins. 

Earlier in the meeting, the 
board recognized staff members 
who are retiring from the district. 
A reception was held in honor of 
retirees and their families. 

Staff members were then 
presented with a plaque ac¬ 
knowledging their service to the 
students of the Wayne County 
School District. 

Retiring employees included: 
Phillip Burton, 30 years; Glenna 
East, 35 years; William Inman, 
21 years; Savannah Jones, 22 
years; Don Lair, 12 years; Kay T. 
Malone, 10 years; Annette Nor¬ 
fleet, 28 years; Brenda Peavie, 23 
years; Cora Mae Poore, 10 years; 
Betty A. Rains, 19 years; Dar¬ 
lene Ramsey, 23 years; Donna 
Rice, 29 years; Brenda Smith, 23 
years; and Donna Thompson, 11 
years. Also during the meeting, 
the board: 

• Approved the contract for 
Superintendent Roberts for two 
years and one month at a salary 
of $100,000 per year. 

• Approved the salary sched¬ 
ule for 2014-2015, which in¬ 
cludes a 1 percent pay increase 
for employees. 

• Agreed to move forward 
with a plan to develop an alterna¬ 
tive school for middle and high 
school students. 

• Approved some minor 
changes to the student code of 
conduct. 

• Approved a change to the 
2014-2015 school calendar 
which would have class in ses¬ 
sion on August 20. The previ¬ 
ous calendar did not have class 
scheduled for that day, but it is no 
longer mandated that the district 
cancel school for the MCDEA 
meeting. 


A Wayne County man charged 
with arson in connection with 
last month’s fire in the county at¬ 
torney’s office has made his first 
court appearance. 

James Rigney, Jr., 18, was ar¬ 
raigned in Wayne District Court 


on Monday, June 16, and he en¬ 
tered a plea of not guilty. 

During the proceeding, a 
public defender was appointed to 
represent Rigney. 

A preliminary hearing in the 
case has been set for June 25 at 
1 p.m. in Wayne District Court. 

Rigney was arrested on June 
4 and charged with arson second 
degree, burglary second degree, 
theft by unlawful taking under 
$500 and tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence. 

The charges stem from a sus¬ 
picious fire that occurred May 22 
at the Columbia Avenue office 
of Wayne County Attorney Tom 
Simmons. 

Firefighters were called to the 
scene of the fire at about 4:30 
a.m. on May 22. 

Kentucky State Police and the 
Fire Marshal’s Office were on the 
scene several hours later to begin 
the investigation that resulted in 
Rigney’s arrest. 

Rigney remains lodged in the 
Wayne County Detention Center 
on a $25,000 cash bond. 


New Charity Baptist Church 
was forced to have services in the 
basement this past Sunday. 

Broken windows and a bro¬ 
ken glass door were discovered 
Saturday afternoon by a church 
member when she came to water 
flowers in the cemetery behind 
the church, according to the pas¬ 
tor Koger Ramsey. 

Sheriff Charles Boston stated 
that deputies were then dis¬ 
patched to the church on Green- 
briar Loop Road regarding a 
possible burglary and criminal 
mischief to the church. 

Surveillance cameras at the 
church showed a man throwing 
pieces of cement blocks through 
a glass door at the side of the 
building just before 10:30 Friday 
night, June 13. 

Steven Abbott, of Monti- 
cello, was later identified on the 
surveillance video as the man re¬ 
sponsible. 

Another camera showed the 
same man breaking windows at 
the back of the church. 

Ramsey stated that it ap¬ 
peared that the man had found 
the pieces of cement and rocks in 
a pile under some trees on church 
property. 

While the church was 
equipped with several surveil¬ 
lance cameras and a security 
system, they did not have glass 
breaking sensors. It does not ap¬ 
pear that the man ever entered 
the building because the security 
alarm was never triggered. 

Ramsey stated that nothing 
inside the church appeared to be 
disturbed. 

Steven Abbott of Monticello 
was later identified on the sur¬ 
veillance video as the man re¬ 
sponsible. He was arrested on 
Monday, June 16 for criminal 
mischief, a class D felony, ac¬ 
cording to Sheriff Boston. 

Abbott was transported to the 
Wayne County Detention Center, 
and pending the results of the in¬ 
vestigation will be presented to 
the Wayne County Grand Jury 
for consideration. 

In addition. Sheriff Boston 
stated that during this same time 
period deputies were dispatched 
to Senture Call Center and Mor¬ 
row’s Monument on West KY 
90 concerning criminal mischief 
complaints. It is estimated that 
a substantial amount of damage 
had occurred to the businesses, 
according to a release from the 
Sheriff’s Office. Sheriff Boston 
stated that persons of interest 
have been identified and inter¬ 
viewed. The investigation is con¬ 
tinuing, and arrests are expected. 
At press time on Monday, June 
16, no arrests had been made in 
these two cases.

Caliber of play may not be 
power league level, but fans who 
can still believe they’re watching 
amateurs, and paying reasonable 
ticket prices, will embrace the 
competition, leaving the money- 
grubbing professionals to their 
fate.

ing testimony. The jury began 
deliberating the case shortly af¬ 
ter noon on Thursday and handed 
down their verdicts late Friday 
morning, according to court re¬ 
cords. 

Phillip Roberts, who was 
33 at the time of the incident, 
was found guilty of first degree 
manslaughter, a class B felony, 
which carries a 10-20 year sen¬ 
tence, and second degree bur¬ 
glary, which carries up to five 
to 10 years. During the penalty 
phase, the jury recommended a 
sentence of 15 years on the first 
degree manslaughter charge and 
five years on the second degree 
burglary charge, to run concur¬ 
rent for a total of 15 years. 

Thomas Aaron Roberts, who 
was 38 at the time of the incident, 
was found guilty of reckless ho¬ 
micide, a class D felony that car¬ 
ries a sentence of five to 10 years 
and also second degree burglary 
charge. The recommendation 
was a sentence of five years on 
the reckless homicide charge and 
10 years, the maximum penalty 
allowed, and recommended the 
sentences run consecutive for 15 
years. 

According to court records, 
Thomas Roberts will have to 
serve 20 percent of the sentence 
before being eligible to apply for 
parole, while Phillip Roberts, 
due to the crime he was convict-

ed of being of a violent nature, 
will have to serve 85 percent of 
the sentence before being eli¬ 
gible for parole. 

During last week’s trial, 
which had heavy police security 
presence, the jury deliberated 
late into the night Thursday and

Tallent said. “It’s probably the 
best feeling in the world.” 

Other than volunteers to help 
pass out food, volunteer bus 
drivers have given 13 days of 
service in order to help the cause. 

Bus driver Bro. David Dorn 
said “Last night when I did my 
devotion with my kids I told 
them they didn’t know how 
fortunate they are,” Dom said. 
“If they didn’t do this, these kids 
wouldn’t eat. I knew there was 
need but not to this extent. We’ve 
probably not even touched the 
surface of what is going on. It’s 
worth the five hours a day we 
give.” 

Dorn said it was all about the 
kids. 

“I love Ms. Tallent, but I’m 
not doing it for her. I’m doing 
it for the kids,” Dorn said. “If 
you had two buses I know you 
could have 12 or 13 sites. I know 
outside the city there is a need.” 

Tallent has said since the 
beginning of the project last year, 
this is the most fulfilling thing 
she has done in her tenure as a 
teacher at Clinton County High 
School. 

“It’s the best thing I’ve done 
in education,” Tallent said. “I 
can teach them everything I can 
in education in books, but this 
will last them a lifetime. The best 
thing is these kids are getting 
something out of it.”

The local tax was a contro¬ 
versy when passed and although 
it goes into the county’s genera] 
fund to help pay for several ser¬ 
vices, the primary stated intent 
when originally passed was to 
help fund the local ambulance 
service. 

Conner said that well ovei 
$200,000 is generated annually 
by the occupational tax. 

However, with the percent ol 
delinquencies or those not pay¬ 
ing, the other side of that shows 
the county is losing over a very 
substantial amount every year in 
tax revenue. 

Conner said she began look¬ 
ing closely at the list of busi¬ 
nesses and individuals required 
to pay the tax and really began 
looking at ways of trying to gel 
delinquent taxes collected and 
also to make people, especially 
new businesses, aware of the 
local tax. She also said she had 
been sharing lists of local resi¬ 
dents with other counties, includ¬ 
ing working with the Corps oi 
Engineers to make people aware 
of the three-quarter percent tax 
that should be withheld by em¬ 
ployers. 

Conner said she was trying to 
make contact with all new busi¬ 
nesses that come into the county 
and is currently looking through 
the list to find businesses and in¬ 
dividuals that are not paying. She 
also noted that some people may 
operate two or more businesses, 
but are only paying on one. 

‘T have been making a lot oi 
phone calls and trips and County 
Attorney Michael Rains is also 
sending out dehnquent tax notice 
letters,” Conner said. “We’ve 
also discussed advertising the 
issue on the local TV access 
channel and doing other promo- 
tionals. A packet explaining the 
occupational tax is also being 
given businesses and individuals 
who are required to pay it. 

Conner is aware that collect¬ 
ing delinquent taxes or, in some 
case, any of the taxes won’t be 
an easy task as she noted some 
people have already indicated to 
her they feel hke they are paying 
too many taxes already. “A lot 
of people don’t understand the 
(occupational) tax and still oth¬ 
ers aren’t even aware of it,” she 
added. 

“We are going to work with 
the county attorney and ask busi¬ 
nesses and individuals to comply 
and start paying,” she said. 

The penalties for not paying 
include the possibility of being 
taken to civil court and ordered 
to pay up to five years back taxes. 

According to the revised Oc¬ 
cupational License Fee ordi¬ 
nance filed in 2008, a couple oi 
parts of the ordinance need to be 
noted, as follows: 

* Occupational License Ap¬ 
plication Requires: (1) Every 
person or business entity en¬ 
gaged in any trade, occupation, 
or profession, or other activity 
for profit or anyone required to 
file a return under this ordinance 
in Clinton County shall be re¬ 
quired to complete and execute 
the questionnaire prescribed by 
the Occupational Tax Office. 
Each person shall be required 
to complete a separate question¬ 
naire for each separate business 
before the commencement oi 
business or in the event of a sta¬ 
tus change, other than change oi 
address. Licenses are required 
to notify the Occupational Tax 
Office of changes of address, oi 
the cessation of business activity, 
and of other changes which ren¬ 
der inaccurate the information 
supphed in the completed ques¬ 
tionnaire. 

KRS 67.755: (5) Any busi¬ 
ness entity that fails to submit 
the minimum quarterly payment 
required under subsection (4) 
of this section by the due date 
for the quarterly payment shah 
pay an amount equal to twelve 
percent (12 percent) per annum 
simple interest on the amount oi 
the quarterly payment required 
under subsection (4) this section 
from the earher of: (a) The due 
date for the quarterly payment 
until the time when the aggregate 
quarterly payments submitted foi 
the taxable year equal the mini¬ 
mum aggregate payments due 
under subsection (4) of this sec¬ 
tion.

Germans get Enigma 

June 87, 1940 

On this day in 1940, the Germans set up two-way radio communication in their newly occupied 
French territory, employing their most sophisticated coding machine. Enigma, to transmit information. 

The Germans set up radio stations in Brest and the port town of Cherbourg. Signals would be 
transmitted to German bombers so as to direct them to targets in Britain. The Enigma coding machine, 
invented in 1919 by Hugo Koch, a Dutchman, looked like a typewriter and was originally employed for 
business purposes. The German army adapted the machine for wartime use and considered its encoding 
system unbreakable. They were wrong. The Brits had broken the code as early as the German invasion 
of Poland and had intercepted virtually every message sent through the system. Britain nicknamed the 
intercepted messages Ultra. 

Teenage girl’s boylriend murders her parents 

June 88, 1975 

Police are called to the home of Jim and Naomi Olive in Terra Linda, California, after Jim Olive’s 
business partner reports that the couple has not been seen in a week. The house in disarray, officers 
found no sign of either the Olives or their adopted teenage daughter Marlene. However, Marlene turned 
up at the police station later that day and began telling a bizarre series of stories explaining her parent’s 
disappearance. 

Marlene first claimed that her parents had gone to Lake Tahoe for a vacation but had not returned. 
As the interrogation extended into the second day, she told detectives that Jim had killed Naomi and then 
fied. But, when pressed on this story, she contradicted herself and claimed that her mother was the killer. 
In an entirely new tale, she then told the police that both of her parents were killed and taken away by a 
group of Hell’s Angels. 

The detectives waited patiently until Marlene finally led them to a fire pit outside the town where 
the burned remains of her parents were located. With a little investigation, the detectives found out about 
Chuck Riley, Marlene’s boyfriend. At his home was an unopened letter from Marlene that read, “I have 
no guilty feelings at all about my folks. NONE. NEITHER SHOULD YOU. Relax.” 

From Riley, police learned that Marlene and Naomi had a rocky relationship, mostly because Naomi 
was schizophrenic and paranoid. Apparently, she repeatedly told her daughter that she would grow up 
to be a whore just like her real mother. Angry and insecure, Marlene began biting off chunks of her own 


Marlene met Chuck Riley in 1974, and the two began a contractual relationship: Marlene provided 
sex for Riley in return for drugs. In March 1975, the two went on a $6,000 shoplifting spree and Naomi 
threatened to send Marlene to juvenile hall. 

On June 21, Marlene arranged to go shopping with her father while Riley sneaked into the house and 
attacked Naomi with a claw hammer. Failing to kill her, he then stabbed her in the chest with a kitchen 
knife. By the time Jim and Marlene returned home, Riley was still in the middle of the attack. When Jim 
attempted to intervene, Riley shot and killed him. 

Because she was a teenager at the time of the murders, Marlene Olive served only four years before 
being released from prison in 1979. Riley was given a death sentence that was later commuted to life 
imprisonment.
